SECRETARY OF STATE CHRISTIAN Ay HERTER, SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY 
ROBERT B. ANDERSON AND SECRETARY OF DEFENSE THOMAS S. GATES-- ALL 
MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL AND DELEGATES TO THE PARIS SESSIONS-- 
WERE AMONG THOSE IN THE UNANNOUNCED MEETING WITH THE PRESIDENT. 

HERTER, STATE DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN LINCOLN WHITE TOLD NEWSMEN, 
CALLED IN ISRAEL AMBASSADOR AVRAHAM HARMAN ON DEC.

THE SOVIET UNION, REITERATING ITS INSISTENCE THAT $50 MILLION 
IS ENOUGH, VOTED AGAINST THE BUDGET. 

THE COMMITTEE AGREED TO EMPOWER SECRETARY-GENERAL DAG HAMMARSKJOLD 
TO BORROW OUTSIDE THE U.N. OR FROM SPECIAL U.N. FUNDS TO MEET 
FINANCIAL EMERGENCIES. 

BUT THE SOVIET UNION STRENUOUSLY OPPOSED ALLOWING HAMMARSKJOLD TO 
HAVE A $2 MILLION CASH SUM FOR QUICK EMERGENCY NEEDS, AND THE QUESTION
